Canada,  observed  an  xmideutified  object  near  her  home  on  9 
August  1955*  The  observation  was  made  on  a clesir  day  with 
only  one  or  two  small  clouds  in  the  sky*  The  observation

both  on  top  and  bottom  with  something  on  top  resembling  a 
stack*  The  object  was  silver  in  color  and  passed  from  east 
to  west  and  was  under  observation  for  about  20  to  30  seconds* 

No  change  in  speed  or  altitude  was  noted  while  under  observa-

tion*  The  object  was  estimated  to  be  at  3,000  to  10,000 
feet  in  altitude  and  about  a quarter  of  the  size  of  the  noon 
in  size*  This  sighting  is  the  only  time  such  an  object  has 
been  sighted  by  this  individual  according  to  Lt* 

This  one  individual  is  the  only  person  known  to  have  observed 
this  particular  object* 
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
